Parliament has had a busy week, 
the end of the session now being in 
righ. Provogaition is expected to 
take place not later than Wednesday 
next and most of the business is like:

It was this dewision onhispart which 
evoked very hostile criticism from the 
Montreal Witness, as representing 
the interests of Montreal which mre 
centred around the upper harbor.

The senate has again distinguished 
itself by throwing out the bill passed 
by the Commons to grant additional 
judges to the district of Montreal. In 
the Commons this action aroused con- 
siderable resentment among the lib- 
erals representing the district tribut- 
ary to Montreal. On Friday Mr. Fitz- 
patrick moved that the Commons do 
not concur in the action ‘of the Senate. 
This was carried after a long debate 
by a vote of 68 ‘to 22. This sends the 
bill back to the Senate for the further 
consideration of that body. 

There wais a lively debate on Mr. Mup 
lock’s proposition to reduce the postage 
on newspapers from 1-2 to 1-8 of fa 
cent a pound within, and,1-4 of a cent 
a pound ortside of the’ province of pub- 
heation. The principle upon which 
the diiference was presumably based 
was that papers getting a long haul 
should pay more than thos¢ which only 
required a short haul at the hands of 
the post office department. While 
this is fair to papers generally {thro- 
ughout the Dominion it strikes the 
Euglish papers of Montreal heavily, 
their principal circulation being out- 
side the province of Quebec. The Star 
is particularly hard hit as it has the 
largest circulation and publishes the 
greatest weight of gaper. Being the 
principal organ oi the conservative 
party it could be only expected ihat 
change which pressed heavily upon Jt 
should be found objectionable by its 
friends. Mr. Mu!ock’s proposition was 
therefore furiously attacked by the ay 
position and debated at great length, 
hut was finally carried.

Mr. Foster’s attack on the ‘zeneral 
policy of the government was made cn 
Tuesday and was delivered in his most 


in four years from that date. The lo 
eration of the line is subject to gov; 
ernment appreval. Absolute . control 
by the government over the rates; and 
running powers to other railways are 
guaranteed. The railway must carry 
mails, men and material for govern- 
ment free of charge until, at ratesto 
be azreed upon, such service shall 
amount to 3 per cent ;per year on the 
amount of the bonus. Qn demand of 
the government the railway@¢ must 
show, the cost of construction, :cost of 
operations and earnings. The purpose 
of this provision is to enable the gov- 
ernment to adjust the rates on a basis 
that shall be fair both [to.the owners 
and the rublic.. 

The subsidies went through practi- 
cally without criticism and actually 
without challenge. 

On the third reading of Mr. Biair’s 
railway act amendments Mr. Casey at- 
tempted to attach an amendment -in 
line with his bili for drainage across 
railway lines. He moved that a Jand- 
owner should have the same righis of 
drainage across railway vroperty x~as 
acress the property of other Jandown- 
ers. This was negatived by 65 ¢o 35. 
Mr. McMillan then moved that in case 
of a demand for drainage across railt 
way property an appeal from jthe‘decia- 
ion of the railway committee of tho 
privy council should be allowed to, 1a 
board of arbitration of three engineers; 
One appointed by the landowner, ene 
by the railway company andanehy tthe 
tailway committee of the privy council. 
This was negatived by 78 to 30. The 
political parties mixed up considerably 
on these votes, but it will ‘be noticed 
that the railway party was On deck in 
full force. In this case the G P. R. 
and Grand Trunk stood together. The

The supplementary estimates were 
noticeable for the large mumber ' cf 
small votes for harbor improvements 


in the maritime provinces. These the 
opposition criticised in a general way 
as having for a purpose tthe influencing 
of electors rather than improvement 
of the harbors; but notwithstandiuz 
this criticism ihey failed io move to 
strike out even one of ithe items; there- 
by making themselves responsible with 
the government for the expenditure 
and its metheds. ’ 

A vote of $300,000 for jhe improve- 
ment of the lower part of Montreal 
harbor brought out considerable dis- 
fcwssion. The Montreal! harbor 
rroper is situated at the head 
of ocean navigation on the St. Law- 
rence just at the foot of ihe Lachine 
Canal and about in the centre of the 
city of Montreal. There is no question 
about the suitability of this ‘weation 
so far as its space admits, but the 
space available does not admit of t'be 
accommodaticn of the hoped for expan- 
sion of trade at the port of Montreal, 
no matter what amount o- improve- 
ment is made. A short 
foot of the canal isa shallow 
or rapid current in’ the 


distance bw- 
iow the 
river which 
cuts off thesh=rbor proper io ‘the east 
Below this current is deep water (suit- 
able for harbor purposes, but: it is 
towards the east end of the city and 
away from the business cenire. It is 
in this lower,or eastern part that un- 
limited room is found for all purposes 
and for all possible developement, and 


receive $100,000. A peculiar feature 
about these grants is that they are 
made, in the case of the Victoria bridge 
after the completion of the fwork, and 
im the case of the Ottawa bridge when 
it is nearly completed. In the case af 
the Ottawa bridie the reason given 
was the rise in the cost o{ material 
after the bridge was commenced, so 
thalt the total grant wiil not now be 
more than the promised proportiorr{of 
the total actual cost. i 

As already mentioned the Canadian 
Northern. gets $326,090 for 100 miles'of 
its line, which will bring it to or near- 
ly to Prince Albert. The Alberta Rail- 
way & Coal Company gets $75,000 for 
30 miles of narrow guage railway. from 
Lethbridge towards Cardston, Alber- 
ta. These are the only grants in fihe 
Territories. Cre 
A new departure was made by ithe 
Senate in dealing with the Red iDeer 
Valley Raiiway & Coal Company, on 
its Tequest for an extension of its 
sharter. This company was chartered 
many years ago to connect the Knee 
Hil! coal mines with Calgary, and re 
ceived the usual Jand grant. For reaa 
sons good or bad operations 'were de- 
layed and the charter changed hands 
several times, creating a lack of conk 
‘idence in the probability of thesuccess 
of the road. At ihis session an appli- 
cation for a renewal of ‘the chariar was 
made to the Senate by a new organiza- 
tion, who gave strong assurances of 
their ability to go on swith the scheme, 
The Senate granted the renewal con 
ditional on the company putting in 
the hands of ‘the government ly Sept 
tember next $50,000 cash as ’ 
that they will have the-road' completed 
to the d¢oal mines, some 40 miles from 
Calgary, by August of 1901. This {s 
an important precedent ‘in dealing 
with companies who ask for a renewal 
of charter, and if adhered to would con- 
siderably decrease the number of char-

took an opportunity to show (their qua 
ity by bringing up for discussion a leit+ 
ter written by a Mr.';Wood, collector ‘of 
qustoms at St. John, Quebec, and def 
manding his dismissal because of it. 
It appears that Wood got into an ak 
tercation with one Potvin regarding 
the 'Boer war. Potvin expressed a 
hape that all the Canadians volunteers 
in South Africa would be ‘shot, (Wood 
retorted that the British had hanged 
men like him in ’37, and should have 
hanged more. As the incident caused 
a good deal df talk, and was declared 
to ‘be an attack upon French-Cana- 
dians, Wood wrote a letter to the press 
repeating what he:had and explaining 
that he did not speak of Joyal French- 
Canadians such as were now Serving 
in South Africa, but of disloyal oned, 
and said that half the French-Cana- 
dians with whom he came in contact 
avowed themselves as against the’ Brit- 
ish:and in favor of.the Boers. Bour- 
assa drew attention to Wood’s Statel 
ment as substantuating his (Bour- 
aasa’s) assertion that the French--Cana- 


diams generally were against the South | 


African war. Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
promised an investigation. It did not 
seem to strike Messrs. Monet wepd 
Bourassa that they who claimed so 
loudly the rights'of free speech were 
hardly the men to demand the dismiss- 
al af an official for exercising that 
right—British liberty is onty to be 
invoked when it permits treasonable 
expressions by them. Itis not to be 
allowed to cover the expressioris . of 
ultra, loyalists if those champions of 


liberty can get at them. ‘ 


Some time algo the minister of mil- 
itia was subjected to coasiderable ‘jo- 
cular criticism for a measure which 
he introduced to give civilians tha rank 
of honorary Colonel in the militia. Af- 
ter consultation with several of the 
militia colonels who are members of 
the opposition he intimated such ap 
ointments would not be made fn flue 
ture. This is a case in which clearly 
second thoughts were best.. 

Party politics are generally quite as 
bitter in the Senate as elsewhere. 1n- 
stead of age mellowing the bitterness 
of political feeling it seems to add} to 
its capacity ‘for being disagreeable. 
Aa exception to the usual proceedings 
was the recent discussion on the r@ 
moval of Lieutenant-Governor Mc- 
Innis, of British Columbia. It - was 
most affecting to see the respected 
and venerable Jeaders agreed as ttolthe 
desirability of getting the ex-lieuten- 
ant-zovernor out of the way. In the 
course of a usualiy long Speech the 
minister of justice, who leads ‘the govt 
ernment side in the Senate, fnd hasa 
national reputation as a great con- 
stitutional lawyer, did not give any 
tonstitutional reason why McInnis 
was removed. The zist of his remarks 
were that it McInnis had followed ‘the 
directions given him by the venerable 
secretary of state—that is if hl had 
not selected Martin for - premier—he 
might siiil be enjoying the sweets of 
office. This sentiment received the 
warm app-oval of the leader of ‘the 


Senate opposition, .Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell. From this case it may i be 


clearly seen that all that is necessary 
to avoid the rancol of party {politics 
is for the government to throw dowr 
their own friends hard enough and 
often enough, so that way may be made 
for the friends of the opposition. The 
results to the ex-lieutenant-governor 
must stand as a loud warning \to men 
in Canadian rfublic life not ‘to dare to 
do right. 

Emergency food was also discussed 
im the Senate. In the course off the 
debate, which was not as bright an 
exhibition of brotherly love, the ‘min- 
ister of justice said his own dimpres- 
sion was that a fraud had been practic- 
ed on the department. However, al- 
though minister of justice he did/mot 
exhibit that readiness to punish jthe 
fraud that he did ts befriend * the 
boodle brigade of British Colimbia by 
sanctioning the dismissal of tha ex- 
lieutenant-governor. 

The immigration estimates were dis- 
cussed at length late on Tuesday night 
and well into Wednesday morning. 
The position of chief critic devolvedon 
Wilson, M. P. for Lennox. He figure 
ed that an immigration expenditure in 
Scotland of $9,283 had . produced a 
claimed return of 1,337 - immigrants. 
England of $14,758 had returned 8- 
576 immigrants. In Ireland $11,034 
had returned -.747 immigrany4 and 
$121,310 in the States had (produced a 
return of 11,945 iramigrants. The to 
tal expenditure on immigration for 
the past year was $445,000 and for 
three years past $1,267,863. This he 
thought was a greater expenditure 
than the results claimed by ‘he def 
partment ' justified. McMullen con- 
sidered the expenditure too _ lavish, 
and Puttee, labor representative for 
Winnipeg, protested against the sy- 
stem of assisted immigration and de- 
nounced the ,army of fjmmigration 
agents as able bodied pensioners. Not- 
withstanding the strong criticism to 
which the estimates was subjected by 
the opposition, they did not back wp 
their criticism by & vote. Two motions 
were made by Mr. Wilson to reduce 
certain items but they were ‘allowed 
to be declared “lost on « division,” 
which means that they are lost with- 
out a vote being taken; therefore there 
iS no means of knowing how. the in- 
stood <« regarding 
them.

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AS TO LONG SESSIONS. 
Ottawa, July 0, 1900. 


The session is now well into its sixth 
month aud the end is not yet. This is 
a record breafer ; if not absolutely in 
point of time certainly relatively in 
point of time wasted. The question Of 
who is to blame for |the stretching out 
of an unimportant session such 4s 
this becomes important to the general 
public, when its length is made the 
basis of a demand for an increase fof 
indemnity to the members. Althomzgh 
the demand made this session Jor an 
increase has been refused—and very 
properly, too—it goes without saying 
that if such long sessions are to ‘be 
the rule an increase of {rdemnity will 
certainly follow. As the matter stands 
at present members are paid by ‘che 
session; receiving the same amount 
Whether the session is long or short. 
This is a very proper ‘system and gaits 
a premium on short sessions and atten- 
tion to business as compared with pay- 
ment by the day: but when in #pite 
of this system the session!is lengthened 
out so that the payment ceases to ibe 
a fair indemnity for the Joss of #ime 
sustained and expense incurred, _ the 
demand ior an increase of indemnity 
naturally arises. 

As the round-robin demanding anfin- 
crease of indemnity was signed :more 
largely by the minor members df the 
House oa both sides, and as a conse- 
quence they are liable to be held up be- 
iore the public as salary grabbers as 
distingushed from their respective 
leaders, it may be just ‘as well that 
their side of the case should be beard. 
There is a tendency on the part ofthe 
public at large to blame the individual 
members of parliament generally for 
the delay of business by much talkinz. 
This is entirely wrong. Four-fifths of 
the members of parliameat scarcely 
speak once in a session. The talking 
ia done by a handful on #ither side, 
who have the position of Jeaders eith- 
er of the government or of the oppo:i- 
tion—and principally by the latter. It 
is quite possible that these gentlemen 
of the opposition derive a ‘sufficient 
amount of gratification from the!sound 
o? their own voices to gay them for 
the loss of time and the expens: fn- 
curred by the long session. They pose 
before the public more or less as politi- 
cal dictators, and can possibly afford 
to spurn the idea of such a gress ma- 
terial matter as indemnity or pay in 
connection with statesmanshir. But 
the representative who sits through 
the session and votes conscientiously 
without taking up time in speeches is 
entitled to consideration as well. Not 
for personal reasons only, but because 
of the interests which he represents, 
which interests are just as important 
and indeed are practically the same 
as those represented by his more talk- 
ative neighbor. 

The question of indethnity of 
course important in the first place to 
the member who receives it but it is 
quite important to the country which 
pays it. In Britain the popular repre- 
sentative receives no indemnity; ser- 
ving merely for honor and from a Ger 
sire to advunce the cause in which he 
believes. ‘This is beneficially possible 
in England owing to the wide distri- 
butioa of wealth in that ceuniry, 
which insures a sufficiency of nen of 
all shades of political views who are 
both willipz and able to sacrifice their 
time in parliament. It is not so in 
Canada. There are not such wealthy 
and leisured ciasses here as there. The 
ideal representative in Britain is ‘the 
man of wealth and leisure. In Canada 
as the country is new.and only making 
its way its best representatives fare 
the men who are also in the process 
of making their wey in ‘the world— 
thai: is the men in active business lite.

Such men cannot afford to give for 


nothing theiw time and attention lo 
polities. They must be paid, and ‘paid 
with some idea of proportion lo the

time occapied and the expense 
business loss thereby incurred.

the session, brings it forward promptly 


not paid a sufficient amount to ap- 
proximately cover his expenses and 
loss of time in attending ‘phrliament 
he must give place either {to the ‘man 
who has su‘ficient méans and ieisure 
to enable him to serve without ade- 
quate consideration or t6 the pr& 
fessional politician who is in ‘politics 
for what can be got nut of it. It 
would not be a good thing for jthis

expenditures. 

An increase of iademnity to members 
of the Commons such as was suggest- 
ed by the round-robin presented (to the 
government last week would mean 
$106,509 a year increase of expendi- 
‘ture. Not-a very large amount if it 
Were necessary to secure the services | 
ofa desirable class of ‘representatives; 
but an expenditure that is not neces- 
sary if the length of 'the session is lim+ 
ited, by the amount and importanée 
of the business transacted. There was 
bot any reason why the present ses- 
sion of parliament should have last- 
ed any longer than three months, for 
which the present indemnity would be 
ample. The public should bear infmind 
that the demand for an increase of 
indemnity, which demand will have ito 
be granted ic the future if long ‘ses- 
sions continue, arises from the man- 
agement or mismanagement of thd 
leaders on both sides of the House and 
not from the rapacity of their follow-~ 
ers, nor trom the necessities tf ithe bus- 
iness of the country. 

On this subject a little light may 
not be out of order. In the first place 
tha government is charged with the 
general conduct of the session ‘of par- 
liament, If the government is ready 
with its business at the Dpening o1 


and uses due diligence in putting it 
through, a great deal is done to short- 
en the session; but if the government 
is not ready with its ‘business when 
parliament opens, if delays occur for 

more or less frivolous reasons,, if im- 
portant reports are not brought down 
and important weasures not intro- 
duced until a large part of the session 
has elapsed the government cannot foe 
relieved from the charge of responsi- 
bility tor the undue length of the ses- 
sion. It is supposed tu be good poli. 
tics on the part of a government ,to 
keep back important business which | 
is likely to provoke serious discussion 
to a late date so'tthat discussion fmay 
as far as bOssible be avoided. This is 
contrary to the very first idea of what 
parliament is for, but is acted upon 
systematically by this as well as by 
the late government. On the other 
hand ig the opposition use their un- 
doubted*right of obstruction in an un- 
hecessary or injudicious degree, make 
long speeches without any. ‘particular 
object, and obstruct for sbstruction’s 
sake they too must be held responsible 
for the length of the session. ‘The op- 
position seem to bold a WelieS, in the 
Saving grace of large and numerous 
speeches. What could be said in five 
minutes is spread over an‘hour _ al- 
though the five minute speech would. 
ba effective and the hour speech is 
neither listened to nor read.. While 
the government have the contro] in the 
bringing on of business the opposition 
are in a position to spin out or short- 
en the speaking. During the pres- 
sent session the debate ion 
the budget took up a full'month— 
chiefly the wark of the opposition lead- 
ers, and last session a month was spent 
on the speech from the throne. It is 
of course the business of an opposition 
to criticize and to use isuch means as 
are allowed under the constituzion ito 
enforce their views; but there isa time 
‘or all things. Frivolous motions and 
obstructions without result are never 
in order, but are far less so towards 
the close than at the beginning of the 
session. There has also been developed 
during this parliament under the pres- 
ent leader of the opposition a system 
of delays to business which are as unp+ 
necessary and unfruitful to the fmov- 
er as they are exasperating to = the 
members at jarge. Advantage is tak- 
en of the rule which permits of the 
cringing forward of any urgent and 
important matter immediately after 
routine proceedings. This privilege 
exists so that matters which arise sud- 
lenly and are of sufficient importance 
to warrant it can be dealt with irre 
apective of the ordinary rules of {pro- 
sedure. But it goes without saying 
that such a setting aside of rules 
should only take place when the im- 
rortance of the subject warrants it. 
{t has been the custom 6f the present 
leader of the opposition and many of. 
his followers, day after day. week af- 
ter week, month after month to take 
midvantage of this privilege to ‘bring 
‘orward the most frivolous matters and 
make them tue vasis of fruitless dis- 
cussion. It is not too muclt to say ‘that 
one-third of the wasted time of ipa‘tlia- 
ment during this session is to be credit- 
ed to Sir Chas. Tupper and « few of his 
lieutenarts who interrupt the House 
with the ‘words, “Mr. Speaker, ‘before 
the orders of the day are jcalled” and 
then discuss such peity grievances and 
neWspapei ruruers as should not have 
interrupted regular business. 

The question of indemnity is not 
merely a matter of cayment for ‘the 
time of the individual members. The 
man in active business life hes inter- 
ests which require his personal atten- 
tion. It may be possible for \him (to 
co arrange his affairs that ‘they may 
thrive withoui that personal atten- 
tion for a limited period; put if this 
duties in parliament keep him away 
from business to such an ‘extent ithat 
the business itself suffers then mo

loss, It ceases to be a ques'ioabf pay- 
ment for time that he is employed‘ in 


parliament, and becomes a question of | & 


payment for the time which he may 
spend during the rest of His Jife after 
he is out of parliament. His business 
may be only a small &ne not worth 
more to him than a qouple of thousand 
dollars a year; But if by reason of 
his duties in parliament his business 
goes to pieces even an extra indemnity 
which he may receive for an extra two 
or three months of attendance is very 
Foor compensation for the loss of the 
business upon which his entire future 
depends. Too many members of par- 
liament have fallen into this pit; and 
after two oz three years of xetive and 
possibly honest service of their coun+ 


try have found themselves ‘without 
their private business, and become 
either pensioners of their party or 


martyrs to it. In any case their tuse+ 
fulness as active representatives of 
the people is gone; for they are fo 
longer free agents, and are not in 
a position to vote in‘theinterests which 
they are elected to represent. .

INCREASED POLICE FORCE. 

The following paragraph a3 to Phe 
necessity of an increased potice jforce 
in the district appears in Supt. Gries- 
bach’s report for last year: 

I have again respectfully to tpoint 
out, that the strength of ‘the police 
in this district is not adequate to its 
needs, which are, owing to the large 
increase in population, daily growing 
more urgent. The men row conipris- 
ing the division are mostly recruits 
and generaliy very young, thoy know 
nothing of tbe country and ‘ery little 
of police duties and owing to the wveak~ 
ness of the division it Js impossibleito 
give them the training they ‘require, 
and should receive. To give you «an 
idea of what I mean, I may say that 
when I had experienced, well-trained 
men to send out on duty, in many 
cases one mat was sufficient to per- 
form the’duty required, but now in 
most cases it requires iwo mea as fw 
ing to the new man not knowing ‘the 
country, he must have with him a 
guide to! show him the*gvny. Rojihe. piace 
to which he has to go. I couid say 
more on this subject, but i am sure 
that you fully understand the disad- 
vantages under which we are ‘now lab- 
oring. In dealing with the Galician 
settlements in this district, the ‘want 
o2 intelligent and trustworthy inter- 
preters is a great drawback; I have 
rew one enlisted man speaking (Gall 
cian well. who has been of great use 
tad me, but one more is absolutely ner 
cessary for me to‘deal properly and 
intelligently with matters and ques- 
tioxas which are continually coming be- 
fore me in connection with ihe above 
people. 

In conciusion. although I have adt 
verted to the weakness of ‘the forve in 
this district, I may say fihat I have 
endeavored to carry out all duties re- 
quired of us as efficiently as possible 
with the means at my command, but 
I am free to confess, that more is 
now required of us than with tur 
present strength and means we pre 
able properly to perform, and f from 
present appearances the work of ‘he 
foree is more likely to increase than 
decrease.

THE RED C20SS IN SOUTH AFRICA. 
The militia departmengiis in receipt 
of copies of the following communica; 


tions regarding the work of {the Red 
Cross society in South Africa. 
The first communicaltion is fiom 


Lord Roberts to Hon. Joseph Chamber- 
lain and is as follows: 

“T have the honor to forward a copy 
of a letter from Lieut.-General Meth- 
uen bearing téstimony to the excellent 
work done by the Canadian Red fCross 
society at Kimberley. The Royal 
Army Medical Staff were working at 
Kimberley at very high pressure, ow- 
ing to the fact that our own wounded 
from VPaardeberg and a_ very - large 
number of Boers wounded in ‘the laager 


and in the various skirmishes ‘round 


Paardeberg were sent into that place. 
Had it not been for the exertions of 
the mayor of Kimberley in providing 
accommodation, the kindness of the 
Sisters of Nazareth Home and : the 
Roman Catholic community, and the 
energy and zeal of Ticut,-Colonel:Ryer- 
eon, M. D., and the Ganadian RedéCrass 
society, the condition of the sick and 
wounded would have been very differ- 
ent from what I found it on ‘ny visit 
there last month.” 

The second is from Lord Methuen to 
the chief of staff: 


“I wish fo bring before the com- 
mander-in-chief the fine and uaosten- 
tatious work performed hy the Cana- 


dian Red Cross society here under the 
guidance of Lieut.-Colonel Ryerson, M. 


D., ‘The sick and wounded came from 
Paardeberg in too large numbers ‘and 
at too great a pace for me fo meet 


the medical requirements. The Kim- 
berley people found halls and schools 
ana as many beds as “hey could ibut 
300 trestle beds and éxtrafblankets ap) 
peared so far as I could make,'out from 
the skies. Only yesterday [ found but 
that Lieut.-Colonel Ryerson has seen 
our wants, and had got Pe Beers men 
to. make the beds, had bought the 
blankets and hospital requirements 
and placed these things in the hospital 
without saying a word to any one. 

“Here at aay raiie is money spent 
in a practical manner; the weent a 
medical man, who ascertains the place 
where aid is requiréd, and wio uses 
his own judgment as to Avhat is jre- 
quired. Lieut.-Colonel Ryerson leaves 
to-day and has left a ¢heque to spend 
as I thimk best for ithe sick. Four 
Canadian nurses come here to-day. 

“The Canadian Red Cross socicty 
have taken so much interest in the 
work that I should be:glad if this testit 
mony of the good done by the, fcpiety 
through-Lieut.-Colone!l Ryerson mighi 
be made known %to therpresident of the 
society in Canada.”

I 
cannot conclude without congratu- 
lating my countrymen upon the ‘strong 
national sentiment which finds ex- 
pression in evéry part of our ;ommon 
country and the intréased respect wiih 
which the American name is greeted 
throughout the world. We have beén 
moving im untried paths; but our éteps 
have been guided by honor and duty. 
There will be no turning faside, ino wav- 
ering, no retreat. No blow has heen 
struck except for liberty and “‘human- 
ity, and none will be. We will perform 
without fear every national and inter- 
national obligation. The , republican 
party was dedicated to freedom! 44 
years ago. Jt has keen the jfarty of 
liberty and emaneiration from that 
hour; not of profession, but 5i'perform- 
ance.

When difficulties with France 
compelled the retirement of Prince 
Kung, probably the most enjightened 
of Chinese ministers. as president of 
the Tsung-li-Yamen, in 1884, Prince 
Chun, father of the recently deposed 
Emperor, tried for a short time to 
carry on the afzairs of ‘the foreign of- 
fice, but quickly relinquished the posi+ 
tion to Prince Ching, his own close 
friend and the intimate of Prinve 
Kung.

Nr. Edwin H. Conger, the new:Unit-

lllinois regiments to go to tthe civil 
war. He served through the entire

Sir Robert Hart, direstor of dm 
} perial Chinese maritime customs, was 
® the most infiential foreigner in the 
far east. Born in 1835, he ‘joined ithe 
coasular service, passed thence to the 
Chinese customs in i859, in 1863 be 
came inspector-general, 
director. Lord Granville wanted to 
make him ambassador to China in 
1885, but he declined, preferring ito de- 
vote himself’ te his great -life-work, in 
connection with which he had receive 
ed innumerable Chinese and foreigni de- 
corations.

Baron August von Ketteler, the Ger- 
man minister, was appointed to suc- 
ceed Baron von Heyking on July 15. 
i899. He was forty-six years of sage, 
and had previously been secretary jof 
embassy in Washington and minister 
resident in Mexice. He was very popu- 
lar in diplomatic circles. 

Baron Tokujiro Nishi, the Japanese 
minister, had been over twenty ‘years 
in the diplomajtic service of shisiaoun- 
try, and for a short time {1897 tothe 
beginning of 1998) was ministq~ ef 
State for foreign affairs in Japan, Bar- 
on Nisbi was about ten. years the 
Japanese representative in St. Peters- 
burg, and for that reason w;was conre 
sidered the strongest and most g¢ap- 
able diplomat for the onerous fask of 
representing his country in China. He 
Was alpipointed to’ Pekin in .1898. ; 

M. Pichon, the French minister, who 
was forty-four years old, ‘began to 
study medicine, but abandoned it ‘for 
politics. He was elected a municipal 
councillor of Paris for a working class 
district, and in that capacity moved {n 
March, 1884, “that a monument be 
erected to the soldiers of the Com- 
mune.” Like many French public men. 
M. Pichon was a journalist, dnd con- 
tributed to M. Clemenceau’s' organ, 
La Justice. In 1885 he was electedto 
the chamber of deputies, of which he 
became secretary. Defeated at the 
elections in 1893, in 1894 he twas ap- 
pointed minister Plenipotantiary to 
Hayti; thence in 1896 transferred to 
Brazil, and in April, 1898, to Pekin. He 
was a man of vigor, and his promotion 
in the diplomatic service was rapid. , 


M. de Giers, the Russian fainister at 
Pekin, wa's the second son of :the late 
M. de Giers, one of Russia’s disting- 
uished foreign secretaries. For ° two 
years he was the accredited represent- 
ative of his country at the Chinese 
fajpital. (Previously he held appoint- 
ments at Rio de Janeiro and in Persia. 
M. de Giers, was about forty-five years

The Spanish minister, Don Bernardo 
Jacinto de Cologan, came of a very old 
Spanish family, the head of which 
bears the title of Marquis de Gandia. 
Senor de Cologan entered the diploma- 
tic service in\1864, and first visited 
China so long ‘ago as 1858. Since that 
time he has been secretary to .the la- 
gation at Constaatinople, Caracas, and 
Mexico, Charge a@’Affaires and minister 
in Colurabia, and finally minister at 
Pekin since 1894. He had a very high 
reputation as an able diplomat.

AT TIEN TSIN. 

The Daily Express correspondent at 
Tien Tsin, dating his message July 9 
says that, d&ispite the most determined 
efforts of the allies, the Chinese are 
slowly but surely driving them ‘in, and 
are daily occupying ground that on 
the previous day was held by tha for- 
eign troops. On July 8 they ‘mounted 
six guns at Mr. Detring’s house at the 
race course, and six at Mr. Dickerson’s 
villa. From these advantageous posi- 
tions they have since maintained an 
incessant fire, sweeping the streets pf 
the foreign settlements, and rendering 
po ition after position untenable. Tem- 
peranre hall has also been occupied hy 
the enemy, and from there a hail- 
storm of rifle bullets and’ fifteen shells 
burst for six hours oven Col. Dorward’s 
headquarters. One was _ killed and 
nine were wounded by this fire. 

Neither the Welsh Fusileers nor the 
1,200 Americans who arrived on July 
5, have a single gun fit to reply to the 
Chinese, and they are wholly unsur- 
plied with transport or commissariatt. 
Navigation of the river below -Tien 
Tsin is wholly impracticable. The 
waters of the Peo-Ho and Han-Ho fhave 
been. diverted by cutting the canals 
from the upper waters. thus flooding 
the, country east and south of Pekin. 


An eastern exchange says: ‘The Re- 
gina Leader now insists that it fs pos- 
sible for a good liberal sto act like 
frank Oliver, and! it is fot long since 
the same journal was arguing [that it 
was impossible for Frank Oliver ‘to act 
like a good.liberal.

voys. At that meeting over $1,100 
was contributed, supposedly for the 
benefit of the widows and orphans. The 
money was used, however, in paying 
the expenses of the envoys and of the 
Sulzer committee; so that there : re- 
mains only $18 for the intended ‘bene- 
‘iciaries in South Afrea.” 


Concerning recent’ reports from 
Yokohama that the Japanese gov- 
ernment is being urged to isend| 50,- 
009 troops tu China, Mr. Nabeshima, 
the Japanese consul at Washington 
says that is little more than 
press conjecture and that there is no 
present evidence that the govern- 
ment has the slightest purpose of 
sending more than one army * corps 
or 22,000 men to China. While :the 
popular sentiment in Japan might 
favor the dispatching of a large army 
to China, he feels that the govern- 
ment will be quite conservative, par- 
ticularly in view of the uncertainty 
as to the terms on which it is.te un- 
dertake the mission,

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FROM THE NORTE. 

John S. Edmonton, formerly a well 
known resident of Edmonton in the 
earlier days, returned last week ‘from 
the north, having spent the last three 
years with his wife and family ait dift 
ferert points along the Athabasca 
river in the vicinity of Fort Chipe 
wyan, where Mr. Edmonton was - in 
the fur trading and : trapping  busi- 
fess. Owing to the high water the 
trip oui, tracking up the river, was 
em unusually arduous one, the trip 
up from “Sippray” river occupying 
six ‘weeks. The mosquitos, always 4 
pest in the north, were particularly 
plentiful and active this year, and 
added not a little to the unpleasant- 
ness of the trip. Mr. Eamonton — re 
ports that fur was unusually scarce 
this year. Lynx have disappeared, 
and during the entire winter he saw 
the tracks of only three foxes all of 
which he succeeding in trapping. The 
traders along the river have made 
only a light trade to‘that of former 


years. This is accounted for by jthe | Street lighting, 


“ebb and flow” of fur-bearing ‘-ani- 
mals wha, like the rabbits in the mare 
southern country, are one year plenti- 
ful and the next—without any apt 
parent reason—almost extinct. 

We are informed by Mr. Edmonton 
that the treaty commissioners on their 
northern trip last year, told the (In- 
dians that as the cluse season for moose 
had expired the natives couid now kill 
as many cf these animals ‘as they re- 
quired or could secure. Acting on jthis 
the Indians hunted the moose, but just 
previous to Mr. Edmonton’s departure 
the police visited the camps, confiscat- 
ed the meat and hides, and arrested 
the Indians who had hunted fghis game. 
This the Indians, and not mnreason- 
abiy, consader as a great hardship, as 
their transgression of the gume law 
had been made innocently and ou jhe 
strength ot the advice received from 
the commissioners. The seizure by the 
police was made on the strength of ins 
effect that the 
close seasou for moose had been ex 
tended two years more. This amend- 
ment, waa, no doubt, not known , by 
the treaty commissioners at the time 
the alleged advice was given by them 
to the Indians.

land seven .miles - westward in a | 
straight line to Shepherd’; ‘Bush.
